fire  hazard.  His  initial  statement,  incidentally,  was  made  prior  to  the 
arson-related  fires  in  recent  weeks. 

His  objection  that  IPFW  has  no  fire  lanes  is  an  important  one,  hut  instead  of 
using  this  fact  as  a  threat,  why  doesn't  he  talk  about  the  issue  at  hand?
